As to the argument of the gentleman from 
Henderson. li«- says there is a constant crowd | 
of population pouring into the cities. 1 know i 
there is; but there is a larger proportion of men 
than of women and children. Why is it so? 
Because men go their for business purjwises. 
Kxaimue tlie commissioners' book- all over the i 
Uiiii -d .S.a'es, beginning at Massachusetts and 
going to the in. mill of the Mississippi river, and 
you will s,-,. ihai the numbers of the two classes i 
of population, male and female, in city and i 
country, approximate much nearer between tin- 
ages of twenty and forty, than at any other age. 
Take anv ag. below twenty and above forty, and 
you will rind a -wide difference in the popula- j 
tiou. What does this prove? It proves that 1 
there is less difference between the voters aud 
the whole populftt inn in the towns and cities : 
than there is in the country. 

The gentleman from Bourbon advanced, I pre- 
sume without much reflection, a proposition 
which 1 hope lie will retract. That Women and 
children have no right to petition. They are 
the very cl»s~ 0 f population that are entitled to 
the right of petition. 

Mr DAVIS. I did not intend to assert that 
thev hare not that right. 

Mr. HARDIN. That is what I supposed. I 
know iu y friend from Louisville, wants to get 
in men, women, and children, who are not citi- 
zens, and if his amendment should be adopted, ; 
he will get in hundreds and thousands who an- 
nul citizens; who are nut Americans, and who 
may, perhaps, not have been in the country fifty 
days. J want to exclude them, unless they have 
been here two years. The gentleman says we 
should protect the foreign population. Well 
sir, I shall vote for makiugthe native population ■ 
aud the naturalized aliens the basis of repre- 
sentation. 

Mr. MITCHELL. It seems to me, t be whole 
s -ope of the gentleman’s arguim lit goes to show 
that what has been presented here as the basi* 
of representation, is not in hut, such a ba*i*. 
The principle, if there lie any principle, that is 
embodied in this resolution, is designed not to 
lix what 1 regard as the basis of representation, 
but to establish the means of distributing politi- 
cal power throughout the state. It amount* to 
no thing more than that, a means for the distri- 
bution of politieal power throughout the state; 
and we shall In- at length compelled, iu estab- 
lishing representative responsibility, to fall back 
upon the true basis of representation, which i* 
political numbers. In the federal constitution, 
population is a"Utiied, for what purpose? Not 
;*s f conceive, to lix the basis of representation; i 
but to give to each state t he measure of its po- j 
litieal power. I apprehend that federal number.* 
assign*, liv our national compact, the m-a*ure 
of it* political power to each state, and that the 
state itself afterwards fixes the basis of repre- 
sentation. This results from compromise aud 
necessity in some of the states where the right of 
suffrage is restricted, iu others it is more extend- 
ed; hence the necessity for adopting the plan 
which is laid down iu the federal constitution; 
which amounts to nothing more than a distribu- 
tion of political power among the states, and the 
state alterwards fixes her basis of representation 
when she determines the extent of her elective 
franchise. The very term basis, itself, implies 
that something must rest upou it. When there- j 
fore, you say that tlie whole population is the 
harts of representation, and yet that that repre- 
sentation covers but a part of this basis, there 
is a portion of tlie ba*is on which nothing 
rests. In adopting th** resolution which has 
been adopted here, and engrafting the amend- 
ment now proposed to be engrafted on the see 
tiou under consideration, we depart from tlie 
principle which ha* heretofore governed us in i 
our apportionment of political power among the 
d liferent sections of the state, and adopt a new j 
inode. But when we carry out the principle of 
representation, we are compelled to fall back 
upon the old principle. Whose voice does the 
repr.-s. utatve bring into the council chamber?. 
It is not tlie voice of tlie whole population. It 
is the voice of those who created tlie representa- 
tive! Representation must be as large a* its | 
basi*. 1 cannot conceive of an agent, without i 
supposing some principal who lta* vested power 
iu theageut; 1 cannot conceive of a principal 
outside of those who have create* 1 — if you plra*e, ' 
this agency. It is true, sir, that there are other 
interest* in the country, besides these which re- 
aide iii the political numbers, who wield the 
power of the country; blit th*-*e other interests 
are so intimately associated with th** interest* of 
those who wield the political power, that while 1 
subserving the om-^vou subserve ti?e other, also. 

1 he voting population of the country is the j 
*;-«« «i guardian of all other interests in the conn- - 
trv which are not represented. By adopting the , 
principle contained in the resolution, And con- 
tained iu the ara-ndiuent now proposed, you 
create an irresponsible mediate representation. 
Inasmuch as there is no voice represented, but 
that of the voting population, the voting popu- ! 
iation must represent the other interest*. If 
thi* be true, then, those who have the largest 
amount ol this sort ot association connected j 
with them should have the largest voice. If the : 
hnsbaul represent the iuter,-*ts of bis wife and ■ 
children, the husband ought to have, at the | 



[ mils, a more potent al voice than the man who 
i as none of these interests connected with him 
If on the other hand it is light that every free- ! 
man who is entitled to vote should have an 
equal voice, then sir, there is none of this me- 
diate representation which this new basis would 
semi to contemplate. 1 lake it, sir, that this is 
nothing more than a provision lor the distribu- 
tion of political power — it is not a basis of 
representation. I was opposed to the resolution, 
and I am also opposed to tliis amendment. 

Mr. WOODSON. Mr. President: The amend- 
ment just offered by my friend from the city of 
Louisville, (Mr. Preston,) involves an interest- 
ing and an exceedingly important principle — no 
less sir, than the true basis of a free representa- 
tive government. 1 have given no vote since 1 
have occupied a seat upon this floor, that has not 
had for its object the promotion of the interest, 
the welfare, and happiness of the greatest possi- 
ble number of my fellow -citizens. The maxim, 
“the greatest good to the greatest number,” 1ms 
never been lost sight of in any vote I have giv- 
en — any speech 1 have made, or in any act 1 have 
performed. 

I have been voting for, and uncompromisingly 
advocating, for the last five or six days, the ex- 
tension of equal, political, and representative 
rights ami privileges to all the citizens of every 
portion of the state, regardless of partisan or lo- 
cal considerations; permitting my love of equal- 
ity at:d luy devotion to principle alone to govern 
my action. And when the convention on yes- 
terday determined, by an overwhelming majori- 
ty, to regard nothing but numbers iu the distribu- 
tion of political representative rights, I suppos- 
ed that the same high and elevated considera- 
tions were influencing every other delegate upon 
this floor. 

The resolution of the delegate from Simpson, 
(Mr. Clarke,) which this convention adopted 
yesterday morning almost without a dissenting 
voice, asserts that the free white inhabitants in 

tiff* ate shall constitute the basis of representa- 
tion in both branches of the legislature. The 
amendment now pending reiterates the same 
great principle, and nothing more or less. We 
ye-terday declared, in the most solemn manner — 
no one seriously objecting that! remember — that 
such should lie th*- basis. Tins morning we are 
about to reverse the decision of yesterday, aud 
declare that representation shall be founded upon 
the number of qualified voters, and not the num- 
ber of free inhabitants iu the state. 

The resolution was presented yesterday, and 
its inherent merits were so manifest to all, that 
few of us failed to give it our support. The pil- 
lows of gentlemen during the past night, suggest- 
ed I suppose, a different policy; and we find this 
morning the friend* of the measure ye.-Aerday, 
most boisterous in its denunciation. It is not 
for lue to say, why this change? Gentlemen 
have sufficient reasons, I doubt not. 1 trust, 
however, that a bare suggestion, that figures may 
have been resorted to bv them, and that a mathe- 
matical demonstration , that certain localities 
were to be shorn of a portion of their political 
privileges, may have had a tendency to overcome 
their preconceived predilections for tlie intrinsic 
merits of the proposition, will not lie unkindly 
received. Sir, when an attempt was made re- 
cently to deprive the counties bordering on the 
Ohio river of their just rights in the administra- 
tion of the government of Kentucky hereafter, i 
<li<l not stop to enquire what effect the injustice 
attempted would have upon my particular local- 
ity; 1 only looked at the gn at principle of equal 
representation which was sought to i><- violated, 
aud I determined, at every hazard, to do all 1 
could to prevent its consummation. We suc- 
ceeded — and now, let us adopt what basis we 
may, tlu-re are no invidious distinctions to In- 
drawn between the rights of the citizen living 
upou the green banks of the beautiful Ohio, and 
the citizen of the interior. This is ail as it 
should lie. But sir, 1 desire to regard other in- 
terests than those of the qualified voters, in fix- 
ing tlie basis of representation. The w idows, 
orphans, mothers, and children of this common- 
wealth. in mv estimation, have equal claims up- 
on our attention. Where ever a woman or child 
is found, protection is required. The truth i*, 
the children of Kentucky have a greater interest 
iu what we do, and w hat the legislature may do, 
than ourselves. The subject of education has 
occupied much of tin- attention of our legisla- 
tures for many years past, and no subject is more 
worthy th*- attention of this convention, or will 
have higher claims upon those who are destined 
to till our legislative balls under the new consti- 
tution. Mothers and children are peculiarly in- 
terested in the legislation of the state upon the 
subject of education. Yet sir, if qualified voters 
are to be the established basis of representation, 
the w islies and interests of mothers and children 
are not to be consulted in this matter. 1 do not 
desire that minors or women shall exercise the 
right of suffrage. The first has not the maturit y 
of judgment to warrant its judicious exercise, 
nor is the latter to be soiled by being thrown in- 
to the politieal arena. What 1 desire, is, that 
they shall be represented by some one who feels 
an interest for them. Why sir, if lln-re was not 
a qualified voter in the counties I represent,! 
should still feel the responsibility resting upon 
me in-re, or iu the legislative councils of tlie 
country, to be quite as great as at present — in- 
deed, more so. 1 represent upon this floor two 
thousand seven hundred and forty six children, 
between the ages of five and sixteen, Shall 1 
be told that tlie-e children have no interests in 
the government? No one will do it sir. Yet in 
the apportionment of representation under tin- 
present constitution, they have no more weight 
than so mativ cattle, horses, or bogs. 1 do not 
think that this is a* it should la*. 

But my friend front Henderson. (Mr. Dixon,) 
says that w hen the proposition to apportion rep- 
resentation according to the resolution of the 
gentleman from Simpson, that is to say, w hen 
the proposition 1o apportion representation agree- 
ably to the number of inhabitants iu each coun- 
ty, including women and children, was voted 
upou, that it was passed for the purpose of re- 
stricting the rights of ihe cities — particularly the 
city of Louisvilh — but that it lift* now lieeii as- 
certained, that so.far from injuring Louisville, 
that she will get an additional representative, 
and that liedoes not suppose that gentlemen wish 
to give b*-r any more political power than she 
already lias. Now sir, I must confess that 1 was 
greatly surprised indeed, w in-u the gentleman re- i 
sorted to such ail urgu incut. He has been the 
bold, fearless champion of the right* of Louis- | 
ville, iu all that lias been dune to affect her, in j 
any wi»e, since we have been here; and 1 now 
venture to say that if he w ere directly asked if 
lie voted fortne resolution because it was to in- 
juriously affect Louisville, he would not own it — 
indeed i know that he did not — that lie could 
not have Im-cm influenced by any mi* h considera- 
tions, after the unlimited ami unqualified advo- 
cacy of equal rights to all, iu which be indulged 
a dav or two since. No sir, no. But then there j 
are perhaps gentlemen upon this floor who were 
influenced by such motives, and who thegeutle- 
inau may think w ill reverse their steps whenever 
it is ascertained that Louisville is to be benefit- 
led by their course. How far the remarks allu- 
ded to were intended or expected to infiueiicesuch 
gentlemen, tlie author of them is better aware 
than nivself. 1 have not been able though to in- 
crease the strength of Louisville by the estab- 
lishment of the basis proposed. I do not believe 
iiia‘ it will be increased. 

That th** mountains are to b<- benefitted by it, 
however, no one doubts. For sir, let the resi- 
due of the state outstrip us as far as may be in 
every other sort of prosperity, thank God we 
stand unrivalled iuth*- number, the beaut v, and 
(equal opportunities afforded,) the intelligence 
of our children. 

If the proposition under discussion should be 
carried, tne county of Knox will not only have i 
tlie full ratio entitling her to a separate repre- 
sentative, but a large overplus. r l he same ad- I 
vantage will accrue to Whitley, Laurel, Rock- . 
c:i*tle, an*l Floyd, and perhaps Clay. Aud if, 
the increase of the population of the mountain j 
counties increase* as much faster for the next ten 
years, as it has for tlie la*t ten, over the counties 
of the interior, every mountain county w ill have 
a separate member upon the floor of tlie house of 
representatives. Ami when such shall be the , 
case, does any gentleman suppose that because i 
the mountain representative has the interests of 
the rising generation in his hand*, particularly, j 
thai he will occupy a less interesting, important, [ 



or responsible position, than if he were repre- i 
senting qualified voters alone? But sir, 1 will 
exteud my remarks no larther, simply suggesting 
that when the rights of the city of Louisville 
were pending iu this hall gentlemen were ap- 
pealed tii their sense of justice invoked— ami ] 

equal rights have been extended to her. 1 now 
a-k tor no equal rights for a great city— already 
the proud metropolis ot a great state— J ;i$|tsir, 
though, for justice tube done the womTPand 
children of our beloved, glorious old common- | 
w ealth. I admit that some portions of the state | 
will be deprived of the privileges they now en- 
joy. But gentlemen ought to be anil will be 
consoled by the reflection that all they have lost, j 
the women and children, the pride and glory of 
our common country, have gained. 

_ Mr. Kli 11 ALL. 1 understand that the prin- j 
ciple contained in the resolution of the gentle- 1 
mau from Simpson, is now proposed to be en- 
grafted iu tin* Constitution. Whilst I would 
not vote with my friend from Hardin , (Mr. J 
Brow n,) for a re consideration of the vote, by 
which that resolution was adopted, I lie vert lie- I 
less cannot vote for the incorporation of an ab- 
stract proposition in the constitution. It is 
strange indeed, that the pro-slaverv men in this 
ooiivcution who have been, on all other subjects, 
so vigilant, so watchful, so .careful, to guard 
their interests, are now for the incorporation of 
a principle: in the constitution that will pull 
down one of the bulwarks by which their prop- 
erty is protected. I will not stop here to as- 
sign the reasons why it will have this effect. 1 
think they ought to suggest themseves to the mind 
of every delegate. \V e have heard a great deal 
about the river counties, by which the interior- 
of the state is belted. Willi what, sort of popu- 
lation are those counties and the cities that are 
to grow up within them, to be filled? With 
a population sir, that care nothing about y ,ur 
slave property. And you do not base your rep- 
resciitatioii on the population of die $*.** — 
The m-gro population is to be totM! 'Aid- 

ed iu the enumeration. 

I declared originally that 1 was willi, g to 
violate one of the cardinal doctrines of repub- 
lican government, in order to restri* the mies; 
and 1 shall not go now forgiving them greater 
power under the enumeration proposed, than 
they would otherwise have. I understand that 
the adult voting population is the proper basis 
of representation in this country’. They, and 
none other, have the right to exercise political 
iuuctions. No other class of the population 
is clothed with political power. Tlie women 
and children of the country have no political 
powers — have no power to control tlie measures 
of government. They ought not therefore, to 
••liter into the enumeration, in order to forma 
basis for representation. 1 shall vote against 
thi* proposition, believing it is wrong in prin- 
ciple. 

Mr. BROWN. The question is not whether 
women and children should be taken into the 
enumeration; it is whether the voting popula- 
tion of the country shall be the basis of repre- 
sentation. 1 conceive their interests will be as 
well represented upon one basis as the other. 
The question i* not whether we shall permit 
them to come to the poll* and cast their votes. 
They are not allowed to do this. If they were, 

I would be in favor of including them iu the 
basi* ol representation. 1 he senior gentleman 
from Nelson has taken occasion to refer to mv 
county and to present the fact, that it lias a 
larger proportion of children than other coun- 
ties. That may be true; and 1 am glad if it lie so. 
But 1 shall allow no siteli consideration to in- 
fluence me here. For more than half a century, 
the voting population has constituted the basis 
ot representation; and there has been no dis- 
satisfaction expressed on the part of tlie people 
— they have not demanded a change in this re- 
spect. But 1 have seen a disposition on the 
part ot delegates to go beyond the public de- 
mands, iu reference to reforms in the constitu- 
tion of Kentucky. I have occasionally bad th? 
honor to represciii my county, and a* a public 
man, I have always been prepared to meet 
my responsibility. The gentleman need not 
give Limsclt any uneasiness on my account. 1 
do not fear that my couutv will be deprived of 
her two representatives. J have no such appre- 
hension. Aud it 1 had, I would not permit 
any consideration of that kind to induce me to 
depart troui an established principle — a princi- 
ple sanctioned by time aud experience. 

Mr. McHENRY. I voted yesterday for the 
resolution of the gentleman from Simpson, 
though mv intention was originally, to vote for 
no abstract proposition whatever; aiul subsequent 
reflection ha* continued me in my first determi- 
nation. 1 believe that vote was wrong. The 
people have not complained of the present ba- 
sis of representation, and I think it is better to 
let the present system remain, than to adopt an- 
other that might operate unequally, and detri- 
mentally to some portions of the state; and which 
might create many cuctuics to the new constitu- 
tion. 1 have not arrived at this conclusion, 
from any calculation by figures, as the gentle- 
man from Knox (Mr. Woodson; has suggested, 
in regard to the effect it may have upon mv coun- 
ty. in tact, 1 have not been able to sec, pre- 
cisely, liow it will operate. As the resolution 
for which 1 voted was a mere abstract proposi- 
tion, i do not feel myself bound to vote for its 
introduction into th*- constitution, but shall sus- 
tain the old basis ot representation; that is, ac- 
cording to tbt- number of qualified voters. That 
is a system that th*.- people understand, and 1 
believe it is t lie one they most approve of. 

Mr. GHOLSON. 1 do not suppose 1 eau shed 
any light upon the subject; indeed I will not at- 
tempt it. 1 want to know the nearest mode of 
getting a vote upon the question. If 1 was 
ever astonished iu mv life, it was to see tlie ex- 
hibition that has been made here. The proposi- 
tion that was before the house yesterday, was so 
evidently founded injustice, that 1 thought the 
house could have no hesitation in coming to a 
conclusion; 1 therefore moved the previous ques- 
tion. 

Now, I want to see how many of the talented 
gentlemen of this body — to whom we have been 
accustomed to look up, as examples for our imi- 
tation, iu point of consistency — will, within 
twenty-four hours, change their minds, and vote 
against a proposition which tlu-y were once in 
favor of. What does it matter, where the repre- 
sentation shall fall, so long as ihe result must he 
that representation will be equal, in proportion 
to numbers. If it be now iu order, I will move 
the previous question. 

Mr. CLARKE. I hope the gentleman will 
withdraw the motion fur the pre vious question 
tbr a moment, aud 1 will renew it it he desires 
that 1 shall do so. 

Mr. GHOLSON. Certainly, I withdraw it. 

Mr. CLARKE. I had supposed, after the de- 
bate which took place yesterday, and after the 
vote that was taken, that the principle had been 
settled, that the description of population refer- 
red to in the resolution 1 had the honor to sub- 
mit, should form the basis of representation. 1 
supposed the principle had been settled, and 
permanently settled, by that vote. I should not 
trouble the convention, however, with any re- 
marks, were it not for the fact, that the gentle- 
man from Henderson (Mr. Dixon) hns presented 
an argument here, based upon a calculation, that 
iu mv judgment, i* fallacious, and logically 
speaking, false. The gentleman assumes that 
we arc all in error when we *ay, that the rural 
districts of this state will Ik- benefited, by

Cut, if the section 
is to Ik; stricken out, I desire that Louisville shall i 
be made an exception. Otherwise, should the [ 
city l>e divided into assembly districts, the voter ! 
Would, under the proposed amendment, be al- 
lowed to vote out of his district, and where ever 
he ehose in the city. 

Mr. OHOLSOM . Upon this subject at least, I 
came here instructed fully. It was fully >lis- ' 
cussed in my section; and if the people there 
want any thing, it is that the voter shall be con- 
fined to his county and his precinct, and Unit 
this pipe-laying shall be put an end to. If there 
was any objection to the section in my judgment, 
it wa» perhaps to the length of residence requir- 
ed in the stale, ami in the county. Where a man 
moves into a county, pavs taxes, and Wcomes a 
bum tide resident, he should l>e entitled to the 
right of suffrage. However. 1 shall vole for the 
section as it stands, Wlieving that the voter - 
should be required to vote in his precinct, and to 
have resided sixty (lavs iu it. Otherwise, men 
might ride all over the county ami vote in as 
many precincts as they choose. Such things have 
been done. 

Mr. GUAY. The amendment of the gentle- 
man from Ohio, (Mr. McHenry.) if 1 understand 
it, does not alter the operation of the section, 
but merely allows ih»se who may remove from 
one district to another in the same couuty, the 
right to vote wherever they may reside, and be- I 
lore the end of sixty days’, if they are buna ride 
citizens of the precinct, and have the requisite : 
residence of «ixt y days in the couuty. Then 
the amendment does not permit, as siigge-ted 
by the gentleman, the voters to go from one pre- 
cinct to anothe r to vote. If a gentleman ha> 
resided sixty days within a county, there clear 
lv can be no reason why lie should be deprived of 
the right of suffrage. If he has that residence, it - 
makes no differem-e in what precinct he votes, 
so that lie docs not vote in more than one. But i lie 
aui -udiuent of th - gentleman from Ohio is a suf- 
ficient guard against fraud, in that it requires 
him to vote in tin pre iuct in which lie resided. 
The words “and not elsewhere,” should lie 
stricken out as mere surplusage, a fault not to 
l*- desired in a constitution. The restriction is 
sufficiently explicit without it. 

Mr. TURN Lit. It w in the necessity for re- 
form in the 1< irisla'.ive department of the gov- 
ernment that mainly induced l fie region of coun- 
try iu which 1 live, to go for a convention. It 
was an everv year's practice in the up|*er part 
of the state, and 1 presume all over the state, for 
young men to migrate from one county to an 
other in contested elections lor the purpose of 
influencing the re-ult. For instance, there 
might be a contested election iu Franklin, and a 
vc.-v easy race in Anderson. Well, the candi- 
dates in Franklin would get young men to come 
from .Anderson into their countv, and they i 
might re-ide or even work there for a few days 
before the election, and vote there and thus con- 
trol the result. This is an abominable abuse of 
the elective franchise, and is practised to an 
outragi-o'is extent. It is so iu oilier elections. 

1 could allude ioan election in my congressional 
district, which made n figure in the national 
councils some y> ars ago, in which more than 
twelve hundred votes Were ca-t that did not re- 
side in the district. This . learly was all wrong. 1 

It b very seldom that I differ from the gentle- - 
man from Ohio, and I always doubt iny own 
judgment when 1 do, for lie is a gentleman of 
'most dear ami ili*pa-"ioiiate judgment, but mi 
this occa-ioll 1 feel eoii-train.-d to do so. Be- i 
sides iin-mbers of tile legi-lature, it should b«* re- 
m-mbered that w.- have to elect magistrates, 
con -tables, and other officer*, to do the public j 
bu -iu It is neces'ary to distroy this corrupt- 1 
ing mil no to v Itich 1 have referred in refer- \ 
erne to ih. m. for there will doubtlc-s be a strug- i 
g.e for those offices, aud if pcrniitteJinlliecliu.ee 
of these minor officers, they will extend to other ' 
and greater ones. Tliiseolonizingpractiee would - 
titer- fore le likely to be iucPea-ed, frmu the fact 
tiiat there would Is- more persons interested i it it, 
who. bv their combination, would carry it to a 
gr-at erexi cut than has vet been known. 1 luipe 
1 1serefore the section, as reported bv the commit- ! 
t.-.-, v ill retained, and that not a word of it 
will be changed. It is a pro]*osition which will 
carry out correct lv aud thoroughly the true prin- 
ciples of the government. Every voter should I 
b.- confined to the pr.-ciuct iu which lie resides. 
If you allow them to vote at any point iu the 
ooiintv. all thi> cor/uptiou which now arises 
f.-oin tli<- congregation of a large body of nioii at 
the court house, and their often illegal and ini- ! 
moral proceedings, will continue to go on. Let 
u> have cool and deiiberate elections. Let every 
man \ «*te iu his own precinct, and then all tli>* 
votes ran be taken in one day. and 1 lie result v ill 
be a cool, dcliberaic. and dispassionate one. But 
allow ad the tloa ing votes to collect at one 
place, as heretofore, and you keep back the old 
staid citizens, and allow all the young, passion- 
ate, and daring iu spirit, to go forward and con- 
trol the elections. Such lias been too milch lie- 
else iu Kentucky, aud 1 would prevent such a ■ 
tiling hereafter. The people desire a govern- 
ment based on the lice, uncontrolled, and delib- 
erate expression of opinion, and not one based 
on brut.- force and outrage. 1 think therefore we 
ought not to vary even in a word from the propo- 
sition a» reported by the committee. 

Mr. 1IKK1 WKTiiKU. It will l>e petvei ved 
bv the convention, that if they adopt either til*- i 
amendment of the gentleman from Harrison, or 
that of the gentleman from Ohio, the great evils 
complained of in one section of the country 
will not be remedied. Now, wr have some ex- 
perience in Jefferson, which goes to show the 
utility of confining voters to their precincts. 
Oar couutv sent is at Louisville, and by law, for 
the last eight or ten years, the voter lias been 
allowed to vote in his precinct, because it would 
b • inconvenient for him to go to the county seat. 
Now. if a man resides m Louisville, he is also 
a resident of the couuty of Jefferson, and it a 
sixtv davs residence in his precinct is not re- 
quire 1, he has but to change liis residence to 
Jefferson, and then he becomes a legai voter. 

Mr. GUAY. He ought to be so. 

Mr. MERIWETHER. Then it ought to be in 
the power of the city of Louisville to control 
the election in Jeffcr-on county, if that principle 
i i right. 1 have sep-.i an occasion when three 
hundred voters were thus moved in Jefferson, 
and Ido not attach the blame to either party; but 
if vou look at the vote for and against a conven- 
tion in the yearpreceding, voi will find that there 
were old v one hundred and seventy -four votes 
for a convention. In l'lt, after these frauds 
were committed, it would be found that a large 
majority in the county went for a conven- 
tion, and one of th* principal reasons for it, 
was a desire to cored this thing. If you re- 
quire the voter to reside sixty days iua precinct, 
the judges of the election or the clerk will 
know tin- voter, and whether he is entitled to 
vote or not. ami they can permit him to vote or 
not as he uiav be authorized under the constitu- 
tion. But if vou permit a man to c-otue iu but 
yesterday, and vote, to-day, you put it in tin: 
power of either candidate who may so wish to 
obtain the election by fraud, to succeed in the 
countv of Jefferson, ‘more particularly perhaps 
than elsewhere, Ix-cause the sixty days residence 
in the couuty would also include a residence in 
Louisville. As to i he remark of the gentleman 
fro m Harrison, that the voter changing his resi- 
dence immediately preceding the election, 
dnmld not be deprived of the right of suffrage. 
It i* true there may be souu- liafusliips thereby 
produced, but it must also be recollected lliat 
there arc very few bona fide residents of the state 
who change their residence at that season of the 
Vl .j,r And a-, for the few who do, it is better to 
let them submit to that deprivation, than to 
op <>n the fiooJ gaUsto • pipe-laying'’ throughout 
the state. 

Mr HAMILTON', if in order, desired to offer 
an amendment, reducing' the requirement of 
residence from sixty to thirty days. 



The PRESIDENT ruled it out of order at that I 
time. 

Mr. 1 1 ' V. IN called fur a divi sion of tin- ques- 
tion, so that the vote could be taken first ou 
striking out. 

Mr. AIVKRSOX. I was at first disposed to 
g" lor the amendment of the gentleman from 
Ohio, but bn reflection i am satisfied that it 
would lead us into difficulty. The counties are 
to Ik* districted for the election of justices of 
the js-aoe and constables, and experience proves 
to us that there will he just as much excitement 
about tlie election of those officers as any other. 
Now.il the voter is only required to be sixty 
days in the county, without reference to the pre- 
ci nt, will they not rnn over from one precinct to 
another, lor the purpose of electing a magistrate 
iu a particular district.' Therefore, it seems to 
nn* we had iM-tter stick to the text, a^ presented . 
to ns by tin* committee. 

Mr. COFFLY. I am against striking out, and ■ 
for the best reason in the world. 1 caiue here j 
tied hand and foot, and for the very reason as- j 
signed by my friend from Madison, (Mr. Turner) j 
that there is a class of young men in the conn- i 
try. that change their residences, and come into ! 
counties to influence the election, it was this I 
that brought me here tied hand aud foot. 1 ! 
speak, therefore, from my own knowledge. I 
1 here were .some six or eight votes of this tie- 1 
script ion polled, for and against me, and this led I 
to the lie. Let the section stand a* it is, re- | 
striding every man to voting iu the precinct [ 
where he reside, and is know n. 

Mr. McliEN’RY changed his amendment to ! 
meet the views of some gentlemen, so a, to sub- 
stitute for couuty, the words “city or county.” 
lie called for the yeas and nays on his motion, j 

Mr. DLSHA. 1 shall vote lor the amendment | 
of the gentleman from Ohio, hut 1 shall vote 
against the adoption of the section, unless it is 
further amended, as I have indicated, 

Mr. NESBITT. Like the gentleman from 
Ballard and McCracken, if 1 have been instruct- 
ed on any tiling, it is to vote to require a man to 
have a residence some length of time iu the ( 
county, before lie is entitled to vote. The 
ground upon which 1 ran the race was, that lie ' 
should be required to live there nine months, 
and the people, by a strong majority, ratified it. j 
1 would like to enquire of the gentleman from 
Harrison if be desire* to perpetuate what we 
call importing votes and frauds on elections, bv j 
allowing a candidate and his friends to go to an ; 
adjoining county, where they do not have so 
tnucii use for the voters, and bring them over bv [ 
scores to determine the election.' j have seen ' 
tin- people so outraged by transactions of this 
character, that they have come to the polls arm- i 
ed. and driven off these imported voters. 1 ! 
know iu one particular instance, where to the! 
number of twelve; and 1, could call the names 
of every one of them, and where they live, j 
T hey were brought into my county from the ad- 
joining countie,- They were taken to one pre- I 
ci net, where the old precinct law was rung in 
upon them, and they were refused the right to 
vote, i in y then came to the court house, where j 
every body has a righl to vote, and nothing but 
the force of arms drove them oil’. And they i 
w.*nt to another precinct, and my friends and ! 
the friends of good order generally, had to in- I 
ten-i-de to prevent the people from going and at- I 
tacking them on the highway, as a band of po- I 
lilical robbers. 

Th*- people of Kentucky, are iu my opinion ! 
c« »«« me honest, and l ln-y. i lo not desire that a| 
man from another couuty should be allowed to j 
step into another, and there fir.-t east his vote, 
and step back again. Some gentlemen seem to 
think that under the report of the committee, 
some holiest buna ride voter of the county will 
be deprived of voting. That difficulty can be 
remedied very easily, by every man wiio desires 
to re am the exercise of the right of suffrage 
taking the spring of the year, about the time lie i 
ini- mis to plant a crop, and raise something for 
liis family, lor the period of Ids removal. The 
sixty days then would not touch him. But those 
fellows who do-lge about and come in to cut 
wood, or get out iron ore, and wlm vote for the 
dollar, and nothing else, and whose residence it 
would lie hard to lix ; these are the men I desire 
to guard against. 1 am opposed to pipe-laying, 
and again.-t it out and out. 1 therefore hope 
that the convention will adopt the report of the 
committee just as it stands. It is, to be sure, 
not quit** as strong as 1 am instructed to go, 
but 1 will take it, believing that it will do. 

Mr. MACiiKN. These things are certainly 
new to me. We have nothing of this kind in 
my county, and 1 should like to hear the experi- 
ence of other gentlemen on the subject of pipe 
laying, and see if it corroborates that of the g'-n- I 
tleinaii last up. 1 certainly uni disposed to act 1 
lor the good order of the country. 

Mr. NESBITT. I merely ask that the gentle- 
man should suspend his vote at the next election, - 
and i think 1 can carry him where lie will have I 
ocular demonstration of these facts. 

Mr. DESHA. 1 am as much in favor of guard- j 
ingtlie purity of the elective franchise, as any gen- I 
tlemaii <-au be, and notwithstanding 1 have been 
engaged in several canvasses, the citizens of my ; 
county and all who know me. will attest that 1 | 
abhor corruption iu elections, aud have never j 
resorted to it. My amendment was only to guard j 
the Luna ride innocent residents from being dc - 
prive.J of the right of suffrage. As to the re- | 
mark, that verv few would change llieir rcsi ; 
deuces, except iu the spring, this would apply 
very well to those engaged iu agricultural pur- 
suits, but there are many in otln-r professions, I 
j mechanics and others, that would collie within | 
j that two months requisition, and thus be depriv- 
I ed of their votes. It was these that I desired to J 
i protect. 

Mr. DIXON. I regard the amendment of the 
gentleman from Ohio as proper and right. Itre- 
j quires Uiat the voter shall reside in the county 
I sixty days before the election, which is a safe- 
guard against fraud. If a citizen has lived that 
' length of time in the county, why not b-t him 
{vote at any point in it? it can do uo wrong. 

: The object was to prevent those who live out of 
■ the county from coming iu and voting. 1 shall 
1 vote for the amendment of the gentleman from ' 
ili^iio and against excluding an honest citizen 
from voting merely because lie may chance to j 
remove from ouei*re< inct to another. 

Mr. RL'Dl). r I lie amendment of the gentle- 
man from Ohio, in my view, would promote 
those very practices against which the commit- 
j tec are seeking to guard. The object of the see- 
; lion was to prevent this immigration from line 
precinct to another, by requiring a fixed term of | 
residence in the precinct. Without such a re- 
quisition, voters would be transferred from one 1 
' ward to the other in the city of Louisville, as 
j candidates might desire to effect a particular ob-
